SIX PEOPLE KHIEU, ONE MISSING 
AIM THIRTEEN HURT RANGER FIRE 


Entire Fire Department* of Ranger and Eastland 
Summoned to Scene of Big C o n flag ratio n Mc- 
Clesky Hotel Block in Ashes and Only Untiring 
Work of Firemen Saved Business District. 


(By Associated Press). 
RANGER, July 24.— Six persons were known to be dead, 
and thirteen are in a local hospital, while one boy is missing 
as a result of a fire which early today destroyed the entire Mc- 
Clesky Hotel block, in the center of the business district, to­ 
gether with a property loss estimated at more than a million 
dollars. The fire started in the McClesky Hotel at 1 :4o o’clock 
from a gas pocket formed in the building, according to the 
belief of fire officials. 
The flames spread rapidly, threaten­ 
ing the entire business section. 
None of the dead have yet 
been identified. 
The entire Ranger and Eastland fire depart­ 
ments fought the fire, and the credit is given to the Ragland 
fire-fighters for preventing the spread of flames from the Mc­ 
Clesky Hotel block. 
Wm. McCrimmon, aged 26; the city en­ 
gineer’s son, Billie Wallace, aged six, and a man named Tay­ 
lor are missing in the hotel fire at Ranger, according to advices 
here. 
The bodies of three unidentified persons have been 
recovered.

And w th this I have worked 
upon a num ber of cases assigned to 
me by the Chief Justice in which 
I wrote no opinion. 
I refer to the published reports 
as to the character of opinions w rit­ 
ten by me and by my associates on 
the court. 
The m ajority of them 
have already been passed upon by 
the Supreme Court, and upon not 
one of them has a w rit of error been 
granted. 
When litigants arc d s sat­ 
isfied with tho decision of a Court 
of Civil Appeals, they apply to th e 1 
Supreme Court for a writ of error. 
Applicat ons from this court began 
to reach the Supreme Court for ac- 
( tion about the first of January of 
this year. 
Since that time the Sa- 
i preme Court has considered 314 ap- 
I plications for writs of error to the 
several Courts of Civil Appeals in 
this state, and has granted 30 per 
cent of the same. The total per cent 
of applications 
for w rts of error 
granted to the Tenth Court of Civ­ 
il Appeals has been 
only 12 per 
cent. 
No other court has as favor­ 
able c record as this. 
With due rec­ 
ognition of the industry and ability 
'f n y associates on this court who 
"ave re trib u te d to this result, I 
fe*»l Justified in asking the voters 
of this district to accord to me my 
i-hare of credit due to a new court 
. in succeeding in attaining first rank 
J in the approval of the opinions by 
the Supreme Court. 
This court is more than keeping 
up with the work which comes in; 
and my experience during the past 
nine months has necessarily fitted 
me for more effective dispatch in 
the future with less danger of com­

Old Times in Texas
